Cftino to them for food and comfort, and I 
was requested to intercede in hor behalf. 
From what I thon beard I have no doubt 
that Mr. Walsh has since acted on humane 
principles, and with no purpose to violate 
tho law. 
As I was told, tho Indians never 


furnished proof that the* wore entitled to 
tho custody of this child. Sho in fact was but 
ft white slave to thorn. Under these circum- 
stances if tho city marshal proposes to re- 
turnhortothom wlthoutany othor proof than 
tho public now hfivo as to tho history of tho 
child,in my Judgment it would bo a disgrace 
to this community. The gonortl fitatuteo 
say that "ovory person who shall transport 
or carry, or cause to bo transported or car- 
ried, bj land or water, any oitizon of this 
state, or any other person lawfully residing 
or inhabiting thereon, to any place witliout 
the limits of this state, without his consent or 
voluntary agreement, except In order to re- 
move such person from one part of tho state 
to nuothor part of the state, or for the pur- 
pose of defending the same iu time of war, 
agreeably to law, or except such person be 
sent by due course of law, shall bo imprisoned 
not exceeding ten years nor less than ono 
year." (Chap. 223, Sec. 22.)
